55 ’ are called during 
working hours . Mistakes which employees have made in 
tnelr work are aired publicly, at tfag se ~Assemblles. where 
penalties are also announced and either consist of 
contribution of money to a certain project or a certain 
number of days without pay. If the mlstake’Hk regarded 
as impbrtant, a delegate of the re volutionar y f Confedera - 
tion of Workers (CTC) arrives. He is a member of the " [ > 
Communist Party and he takes note of the charge or A 
offense and asks for the punishment. When the mistake 
made involves something serious and raises a question 
of loyalty, the Cuban Department of State Security (DSE) 
agents who work for the newspaper intervene in the 
matter and the culprit is taken to G-2 offices for further 
interrogation and possible punishment. Usually other 
fellow-workers do not know of this action but only note 
that the *fel low- worker has not reappeared at his job. 
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Employees are allegedly unaware of the identi- 
ties of those who are going to be accused of mistakes 
before the time the meeting or assembly actually begins. 
When everyone is present and the meeting has started, 
the names of the accused employees and their mistakes 
are publicly announced. 


This condition is conducive to the production 
of low moral , and a state of tension and anxiety among 
the workers .

Background of Source 

On February 6 , 1967 # NELLIE BEATRICE TRUCKER 
REDIKER, 1109 Chipola Road, Duplex B, Fort Pierce, Florida, 
advised she is 63 years of age, having been born at 
Northumberland, England, June 13# 1903. She is a naturalized 
citizen of the United States. She was a resident of Cuba from 
1938 until June 16, 19 66. She arrived in the United States 
with a Swiss Protection Passport on June 18, 1966. 

She married HARRY REDIKER in June, 1938, and 
immediately moved to Havana, Cuba. She divorced her husband 
in 1944, but continued to reside in Cuba. She was self-employed 
from about 1944 until 1959 as a furniture designer specializing 
in Chinese modem-type furniture. She resided at 32 Calle Real 
in Cojimar, Cuba, a suburb on the outskirts of Havana. 

When she first went to Cuba in 1938, she decided not 
to become "an ugly American", but to rather adopt the Cuban 
way of life as her own. She learned the language, made firm 
friends among the Cuban, as well as the American, sections 
of the community, and built for herself a well-deserved 
reputation for being a "sympatieo American" . She always 
made it a policy to disassociate herself from Cuban political 
matters, and always maintained the attitude that the political 
problems of Cuba were for the Cuban people to solve. She 
steadfastly refused to buy bonds offered her by pro and 
anti-CASTRO groups, or even to offer a political opinion 
except when with old, trusted friends. 

Mrs . REDIKER said she had made a comfortable living 
designing custom furniture prior to the advent of CASTRO in 
Cuba. During this period she frequently commuted to the United 
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States , and once almost obtained a job with a furniture 
company in San Francisco. However, she learned that there 
was no shortage of talentamong furniture designers in the 
United States, and that she was better off in Cuba where 
she had developed her business and clients. She also 
operated out of her home there which, little by little, 
she built into a very comfortable abode. 

When CASTRO came to power, the people in Cuba 
who constituted the market for her services left in 
droves, and with the Government's take-over of all of 
the property of every sort in Cuba, there was no market 
for her services. She was approached by a number of her 
friends who planned to leave Cuba for the United States, 
who begged her to teach them English . Because of the 
great demand, she opened her home to private students 
and became an English teacher. She was contacted several 
times by Government officials and American friends and 
encouraged to work for the Cuban Government teaching 
English in Cuban schools, but she declined. 

' i 

Confiscation, of Property of Emigrants 

Mrs . REDIKER said she loved Cuba prior to 
CASTRO 's take-over, and thought it a paradise on earth. 

Her home is valued at $72, 00 Q. 00 . She built it and 
furnished it during her 28 years in Cuba. Prior to 
leaving Cuba, however, she was required to >deed the house 
to the state, as well as all of its furnishings and her 
personal property. She was permitted to depart Cuba 
with only the dress she was wearing, and the lining of 
her purse.. She was not permitted to take with hel* any 
money. Even the leather of her purse was confiscated 
at the airport prior to her departure. When she landed 
in Mexico City on June 17, i 960 , she was completely 
* penniless, and discovered that she had to wait there 
until the ne*t day before she could connect with a flight 
to the United ^States. Had it not been for the generosity 
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of Pan American Airways personnel, she would have gone 
hungry and been without a hotel room there. 

After arriving in the United States, she visited 
friends in Miami, and relatives in Detroit, Michigan, then 
secured a Job in Fort Pierce, Florida, as a furniture 
saleswoman and decorator through the Merchandise MArt in 
Chicago. She presently works for Grant Furniture Company 
in Fort Pierce , She has only one small cot to sleep oh, 
two cheap wicker chairs for her furniture, - sind several 
borrowed pots and pans. Her refrigerator and stove are 
furnished with the apartments. 

She still has a number of friends in Cuba whom 
she helps financially out of her pitifully small salary. 

She feels obligated to send her friends money and 
necessities and to aid them in leaving Cuba rather than 
to waste the money on furniture and personal property for 
herself, and will continue to deny herself luxuries or 
even necessities so long as she is able to assist her 
friends to survive. She has no relatives in Cuba, but 
does have many friends who are as dear to her as any relative 
could be. 


She said she would dearly love to return to the 
Cuba she knew before CASTRO, but will never voluntarily 
return in the present situation. She considers herself 
"one of. the lucky ones" to have been able to leave Cuba. 

She realizes that she has but few years left to her to 
work, and hopes she will be able to at least save 
sufficient money to provide fpr her own burial. Except 
for this sum, she feels she must use whatever money she 
can make to assist her friends in Cuba by whatever small 
contribution she can make. 

Protection of CASTRO^ Residence 

As indicated previously, Mrs. REDIKER said her 
home was at 32 Calle Real, Cojlmar, Havana. This is direct ! y 
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across the street from the house used by FIDEL CASTRO, 
Cuban Premier, as his main home. He has several other 
homes In Cuba which he uses, and seldom dares spend the 
night In any one house several nights In a row for fear 
of his safety. He acquired the above-mentioned house 
several years ago. The house was previously owned by 
the Cuban Ambassador to Spain, who was killed with his 
entire family In an automobile accident. He was leaving 
Spain to return to Cuba shortly after CASTRO beoame 
the Premier of Cuba when the accident occurred. 

After CASTRO acquired the house, he built a 
huge fence around the property, stationed vicious 
German police guard dogs inside the fence, and built 
barracks for his personal bodyguards. 

I 

Also, for three years, pneumatic air hammers 
(and drills could be heard working underground, night 
and day, enlarging and adding to the natural tunnels 
that honeycomb the area. These tunnels are said to 
provide an underground Hideout for CASTRO, protectlpn 
from aerial bombs, and shelter for his military equipment. 
Mrs. REBIKER said she personally counted 4o tanks rumbling 
by her house late one night and watched their headlights 
disappear into one of the tunnels. There were numerous 
pther times that tanks and military trucks passed her 
pome and disappeared Into the mountainsides. Based 
upon her observations, she is certain that there is a huge 
military complex underground in the vicinity of her 
former home . 

Castro 1 s Physical Condition 

Mrs. REDUCER said it Is common knowledge that 
CASTRO is an alooholic, and drinks more than a quart of 
whiskey each day. It is also widely rumored that CASTRO 
is mentally ill, and taking "shook treatments" on a 1 
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regular basis. She said she had seen CASTRO numerous 
times at close range prior to her departure from Cuba, 
and he appeared to be a very sick man. She commented 
that her sightings of CASTRO had always been when he was 
driven home In his car, and turned into the driveway of 
his home directly across from her home. He was always 
heavily guarded, and her glimpses of CASTRO were fleeting 
ones. 

Economic Conditions, Scarcity of Food and Doctors * 

Mrs. REDIKER said she has two small mongrel 
dogs which she shipped from Cuba prior to her departure. 
The shipment, via Iberia Airlines through Spain, cost 
$450.00 per dog. Had she chosen to leave the dogs in 
Cuba, they would have been fed live to the animals at the 
Park Zoological in Havana - a fate she could not bear to 
contemplate. 

I 

She also confided that the two dogs had been 
her salvation in Cuba. She said one dog she previously 
owned had been killed by one of the Army trucks that 
passed her home. She had cried so, and made such a 
scene over the death of the little dog that CASTRO's 
soldiers took compassion on her and brought her another 
little dog to replace the one that was killed. When she 
protested to them that she had no food to feed the dog, 
the soldiers told her not to worry; that they would feed 
the dogs scraps from their mess. Each week thereafter 
the cooks for the soldiers would bring her a large kettle 
full of table scraps, arid would always leave a large 
portion of meat in the kettle for. her. She also ate many 
of the scraps intended for her dogs, since this was the 
only way she could obtain sufficient food.' 

She commented that the' food ration stamps Issued 
her by the Government permitted her to purchase only about 
$8.00 worth of food weekly. When it is considered that 
a single fish sold for $35 <00 on the black market, and a 
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leg of lamb brought $95, the $8 allowance did not go far. 

Also, she h$d become very close friends with a doctor in 
her neighborhood, who was permitted to carry on a private 
practice in addition to his required work in a Government 
clinic. He was permitted to do so because doctors are 
almost non-existent in Cuba today, and her friend is a good 
doctor. His earnings from his private practice permitted him 
to occasionally buy food on the black market, and she had 
always been invited to partake of the bounty when the doctor 
had been able to arrange an illegal meal. 

Also, although far less frequently, her male 
neighbors would sometimes be able to locate and "stake out" a 
beef or lamb in the area. Then several would go on a raid 
late at night, butcher the beef or lamb on the spot, and 
return with it. On such occasions, the entire neighborhood 
enjoyed a feast, for it was important that the meat be eaten 
quickly and the evidence destroyed. She commented that her 
neighbors were not common criminals, but rather highly 
respected professional men, such as her doctor friend. They 
had been reduced, to snch activities, because famine now prevails 
in Cuba for the common man. The soldiers are well fed, but 
rebel against the system when they go home to see their 
families, who are starving. 

Russians Are the "Fat Cats" 


The truly "fit cats" in Cuba at the present time are 
the Russians, and they sire in evidence everywhere. They 
enjoy the most luxurious of the mansions of millionaire 
property owners who have fled Cuba, the finest food available, 
and are usually the only participants in the night life of Cuba. 
Most of the splendid night clubs and casinos that made Havana 
world renoun are no longer in existence. The night clubs 
now are usually dimly lit, "speakeasy" type establishments 
hidden on dark streets in the poorer parts of the city. The 
Russians seem to prefer this type night club, and they are 
permitted to exist solely for the pleasure of the Russian 
soldiers and technicians. Cuba is also well populated with 
Chinese representatives and soldiers, but the Russians are 
the most prevalent and the/ most despised by the people. 

Indoctrination of Cuban Youth 


CASTRO, today, is aiming his programs and propaganda 
at the youth of Cuba, which he openly acknowledges in his many 
marathon television speeches. He also seems determined to 
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break up the family group. He has set up "infantile centers" 
everywhere, and encourages Mothers to bring their children to 
the centers during the day and join their husbands in the r 
fields or at work. He repeatedly cautions Cubans to forego 
marriage, yet urges the , women to bear children for the state. 
Consequently, it is a common sight to see teenage girls, often 
as young as 12 years of age, walking the streets in the late 
stages of pregnancy. 

Shortly before she departed Cuba, CASTRO made it 
mandatory that all the youths of the nation attend his 
"country schools". These schools are established in the 
country, away from the homes of the boys and girls, and 
they are required to spend at least six months out of each 
year at the school. The purpose of the schools is to 
indoctrinate every youth ten years of age and over in 
communism. This is now compulsory. Prior to this, youths 
eight years of age and under ten years of age were urged 
to become "Pioneers." This they do by joining Government- 
sponsored "Pioneer" youth groups, where the boys play 
baseball and the girls attend ballet classes. Here again 
the children are subjected to communist indoctrination. 

Many families rebel against permitting their children to join 
such groups, but must find excuses to give them, rather than 
declare their opposition. To admit openly that they oppose 
such schools would subject them to arrest, so they insist 
their children are too young or are needed at home for some 
fictitious function. The parents know they will lose 
control over their children if they are permitted to join 
the "Pioneer" groups, and wish to delay the Inevitable 
for as long as possible. 

The programs are very successful. It is a common 
occurance for a son or daughter to report his parents as 
enemies of the state and have them arrested. Also, it. is 
common to go to the marketplace and watch teenagers vie 
with one another to see who can first report a disgruntled 
patron who has complained about the shortage of food or 
the high prices as an enemy of the state. Such arrests ere 
made hourly of each day of the week, and she has always 
seen at least one such arrest every time she has gone to 
the market. Consequently, she avoided the market as much as 
she possibly could. 
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Defected Americans 


She commented that all of the Amer leans who teach 
In Cuban schools are thoroughly despicable, and have "sold 
their birthright for a ness of pottage." They have adopted 
CASTRO's systems, and defend hin and his programs with vigor. 
They excuse the miserable conditions existing in Cuba as 
being temporary, and praise the communist system as holding - 
forth opportunities for future greatness. Without exception, 
they are hated by their American and Cuban contemporaries 
in Cuba who remain- loyal to democratic principles and 
fervently hope for a return to the Cuba of old. 

Few Underground Factions Exist 


There are still some few underground factions in 
Cuba opposing CASTRO, but these groups Are mainly composed 
of envious rebels who seek to replace CASTRO for personal 
grandeur and power, rather than from altruistic or 
humanitarian motives. They are recognized by the people 
for what they are. 

CASTRO Can Put Down Any Internal Rebellion 

Although many of the Cuban people continue to pray 
for U.S. intervention in the Cuban situation, and realize 
this is the only hope they have of overcoming their dilemma, 
the majority have despaired of any hope of rescue. CASTRO 
has thoroughly indoctrinated the youth of the country into 
the ways of communism and the hatred for America, and has 
built a powerful militia to repel any invasion force. He 
has stockpiled weapons in all Government buildings, including 
hospitals, schools, clinics, etc. In each building one 
treated worker has custody of the key to the munitions room, 
and has the duty of arming all other employees of the 
institution in the event of an invasion or rebellion. She 
commented that the daughter of one of her oldest and most 
trustworthy friends had suph a custodial duty, and is now an 
ardent disciple of CASTRO, much to the horror and shame of, 
her parents, ^ ,x 

Mrs. REDIKER said she now believes CASTRO can put 
down any internal rebellion, and repel all but a major 
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invasion. He is completely supported by the younger 
generation, and he had rendered the middle-aged and elderly 
completely ineffectual by his programs of harassment 
starvation and humiliation.

On April 12, 1967 a confidential informant who has 
furnished reliable information in the past, advised that he has 
heard from numerous sources inside Cuba that about three or 
four months ago, Raul Castro, the Defense Minister of Cuba, and 
other high-ranking officials of the Cuban Government, pointed 
out to Fid el^K^stro , the Prime Minister of Cuba , that since 
China has stopped shipping rice to Cuba, the Cubans are not receiving 
their daily quota of rice, which is a staple of their diet, Raul 
Castro and the other officials prevailed upon Fidel Castro to 
send them to Russia, in order to convince the Russian officials 
to furnish more rice to Cuba, While in Russia, this Cuban 
delegation also planned to request more assistance in other 
goods from Russia to Cuba, 

The confidential source advised that Raul Castro has 
been in Russia for approximately one and a half months. 

The confidential source noted that it is highly unlikely 
that Fidel Castro shot and wounded his brother, Raul, pointing 
out that should Fidel Castro want to kill his brother he would 
not hesitate to do so and would not merely wound him.

On April 6, 1967, a source advised that information 
was received from an individual who had obtained information 
from relatives in the underground in Cuba, to the effect 
that Raul Castro, Cuban Defense Minister, was involved in an 
argument with Prime Minister Fidel Castro, and Fidel shot 
Raul in the face. It was reported that Raul Castro had been 
in the Soviet Union for the past three months recuperating. 

It was further reported that the Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics (USSR) regards Fidel Castro as a psychopath, and 
has arranged to have him assassinated. 

This source reported that the plans call for re- 
placing Fidel Castro with a puppelj by means of a so called 
free election, and stresses that the person elected would be 
by popular choice of the people of Cuba. Fidel Castro is 
alleged to have heard of the plans for his assassination, and 
is seeking to arrange a successful escape from Cuba, with no 
harm befalling him. 


Sources of the New York Office (NYO) of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation (FBI), who have knowledge of some 
anti-Castro activity, advised that they had no information 
which would confirm the above.

750 to 800 ordinary prisoners and abou^T.,600 to 1,700 
political prisoners. About half of the political 
prisoners continued to qppose the Castro regime in spite 
of their imprisonment and as a result they lived under 
very poor circumstances, being given insufficient food 
of poor quality and no medical care. The other half of 
the political prisoners were in a "rehabilitation program" 
after having agreed to accept the Castro regime.

engaged in the rehabilitation program were only pretending 
to accept the communist way of life because they had 
discovered that this was the only way to get out of the 
prison. Those in the rehabilitation program were assigned 
jobs in the maintenance shops of the prison and 
some were even taken out of the prison on a daily 
basis for the purpose of working in nearby sugarcane 
fields. They were required to attend daily political 
orientation and indoctrination lectures during the evening * 
hours. Usually tttfcy were released from the prison after' 
several months in the rehabilitation program while those 
who refused the program were held indefinitely. 

In October, and November, 1966, rumors were 
widespread in the prison that the Government of Cuba 
had decided to permit all political prisoners to leave 
the Island. 

The custodial forces consisted of about 250 \ 

civilian guards, augmented from time to time by the 
personnel on nearby military training camp where approximately 
two Ihousand troopp were stationed at all times.

PADILLA stated that the MPRI is 
based on mass action, and the members are told that ’’they 
will vin only through battle. " PADILLA declared that 40,000 
Cuban exiles are now in Puerto Riqo f and have brought with 
them the vices, scorn for work, drug addiction, and other 
corruptive devices. He declared Puerto Rico is surrounded 
by 13 military bases, two of which are atomic bases, and 
he was quoted further as stating that 40,000 Puerto Ricans 
travel to and from the United States; but Puerto Rico is tbe 
"Achilles heel" of the imperialists. 


On October 27, 1967, El Mundo gave considerable ' 
space and publicity to persons they described as "Puerto 
Rican heroines." One photograph was described as being 
that of the national heroines of the battles of 1950 
1954, and from left to right, were described as JUANITA OJEDA, 
who served three years in prison under the "gag lap" of 
1950; BLANCA CANALES, who organized and directed the taking 
of Jayuya ; ISABEL ROSADO, who fought beside ALBIZU CAMPOS 
in 1954, spent 11 years in prison, and was released in 3,965; 
CARMEN MARIA PEREZ, who fought it out with the police for 
two days in 1950, and has spent a total of 14 years in prison.

^HH^stated that despite such isolated quotes 
of Cuban an^nussian harmony, it is a fact that relations 
are definitely not as good between Cuba and the Soviet Union 
as they once were. He stated these differences could be 
traced to early 1965, when ERNESTO "CHE" GUEVARA, then 
Minister of Industry of Cuba, spoke at Algiers and in other 
Northern African countries, and harshly criticized the 
Soviet Union. Shortly thereafter, GUEVARA disappeared, and 
did not reappear until he was killed with Bolivian guerrillas 
in Bolivia.

It is noted that the Miami 
Herald on November 8, 1967, pointed out that the split 
between Havana and Moscow was dramatized when the Russians 
announced that Cuban President OSVALDO PORTICOS was coming 
to their fiftieth anniversary party, and CASTRO sent a minor 
delegate.

Cuban Mewspapor Account of fanloeion 

On January 11* 1968 urniahed an article 
which appeared in^GrannaV' Havana newspaper , on January 9* 
1988. "Granma" is ' self "described as the official organ 
of the Central Conhittee of the Communist Party (CP) of 
Cuba. Tpia article reflected that five post office 
employeep were injured* two seriously* when a bomb 
exploded in a mail sack which arrived in Cuba from the 
United States along with other mall. The explosion 
occurred about 4:00 p.m, on January 8* 1988* at the time 
of moat activity in the parcel post section of the Ministry 
of Communications. Along with many packages containing 
letters and packages sent by people in the United States 
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to their relatives In Cuba, there was one containinE this 
bomb. The post office truck had made a routine pick-up 
at the Havana docks for boat aail dispatched in New York, 

U, S, A., aboard the (taban ship ”S. S. Las Villas,” via 
Canada. 

The^artl°A4 explained that when Cuban postal V L*' 

employee JUANwABLONBERNAL was about to take a package L--^ 
handed to hia by his' co-worker , LUCAS OVIEDO, froa the 
aall truck which was parked in the patio at the Ministry ^ 
of Coaaunications , the package exploded. Metal fragaents 
were scattered over several aeters, injuring BERNAL and 
0V1EUQ, as well as others who were nearby. Reportedly, 
there were approximately twenty to twenty-five postal 
workers in the area loading or Unloading packages, because 
they were also working on ”hatlonal aail.” Further,, 
there were other vehicles parked in this area.

This was 
done in this instance without taking into consideration 
that the sail bag which exploded had. a tag showing 
that it was sent from New Tork by Dispatch No.' 96, 

■ail Bag No. 15, containing ten packages. 

The newspaper contained numerous photographs 
with explanations indicating that their readers could 
readily observe the sail bag was still sealed, which 
showed "that the artifact was introduced in the sail 
bag in the United States.**

bag explosion, the Government of Cuba

The following photographs, as they were contained 
is the Cuban newspapers, have been reproduced without 
alteration,. and are attached hereto with sub-caption, as 
they appeared in the Cuban press. It is noted these are all 
of the photographs which appeared in the Cuban press concerning 
this Incident. 
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JUAN PABLO BERNAL was very seriously wounded. The photo 
was taken at the time that he was undergoing surgery. 

He suffered a loss of tissue in both thighs, legs, 
and stomach. The corneas of both eyes were damaged and 
there were abrasions over his entire body. The criminal 
device exploded on JUAN PABLO BERNAL, a Cuban worker,
